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JJTIGATION ADVANCES IN COST IN 


JUSTICE COTTETS 


v "By the recently passed House Bill >. o. 291 at Co- 


hunbus. the Ohio Legislature in amending the section^ 
of the law relating to fees ajid costs of Justices and Con- 
stables in civil and criminal cases, has doubled, and in 
"many cases trebled, the old schedule of compensation 


This new law goes into effect August 14.1921. These 


offices—heretofore not considered so desirable—will now 


_ be veritable sinecures with the highly liberal allowance^ 
* given them in the way of taxable fees and costs. 
— 


The annual fee income of a. iusti<^ for Eivna under 


the new law. shoud easily exceed $3,000.00 while that of 
the constable at least $2.500.00 with the usual amount of 
•Myria business presented. 


In civil proceedings the law provides that these 


costs must be collected from the judgment debtor, so 
that a suit hereafter will be a more expensive article for 
the losing party. 


.Under the old law, a defaulted simple suit resulted 


on an average in costs to the justice and constable of 
$1.70 while now it will cost the judgment debtor close 
to $6.00, while a similar attachment case will now cost 
"$12.00,being more than $8.00 above the old average 
schedule. 


Heretofore the transcript fee of a justice based on 


I5c per 100 words was 75c each on an average, while un- 


{ der the new schedule it is a flat charge of $2.50 regard 


less of how long or short the record for the transcript 
may be. 
, 


Fomerly there were no charges for docketing a bill 


- ,of ^particulars or security for costs but now it i? 50c 


and 60c each, respectively. 


7 § The tearing fee of the justice is now $2.00 whereas 
^before it was $1.00. and so on down through the innum- 
l^efable items of Justice fees in connection with the vari-

The constable now gets a mileage fee of 50c for the 


"e and 20c for each, additional mile thereafter. 
and coming, in serving papers—while formerly 
20c for the first mile and but 5c for each one there- 


- after. The constable can now hire a sedan taxi at their 
. usual rates and still have a handsome profit left in trav 
elling around to serve notices, writs and processes. 


These increases, it is thought by some, will in due 


time be f ound in many instances rather high ^ith the 
coming drop in general values and prices and will have 
to be amended downward, and that increases should 
have been placed in force three Or four years ago when 


_ conditions justified it better. The old rates, it is con 
ceded by all, were and are too low. 
The jury fee rate of 


^75c for each person was a loss and a sacrifice in many 
"cases, the new rate of -$1.50 is very reasonable. 


On the whole perhaps, the revision upwards of the 


rates of court proceedings will have a tendency to in- 
spire greater regard for them.

PROBLEM RAISED BY THE SMALL CASE 


The Governor Small case in Illinois presents an in 


esting governmental feature and an interesting legal 
>blem which might prove, under certain circumstan 
, a very important one. Governor Small has been iu- 
ted for thetcrime of embezzlement. 
A •warrant was about to be issued for his arrest 
jn his lawyer argued that you can not arrest the Gov- 
pr. That he, as the executive of the state was a co- 
inate branch of the government and that the judicial 
artment had no power over the head of the executrv e 
nch. 
Their argument harked back for centuries, basins 
If, to some extent, on the fundamental idea of sov 
jnity. 
The court did not agree with this argument, ndi- 
:d it, swept it aside, and ordered the Governor's ar~ 
t. 
The contention of Governor Small "s attorney was 
t there was a method of reaching his case but that 
thod was through the process of impeachment. This 
thod, as a matter of fact, has been used before on 
3lic officials and carried out, once on a governor, 
nely one of the governors of Xew York. 
We do not believe in trying to raise a subterfuge 
the protection of the guilty. At the same time there 
elements of justice and possibly the protection of 
people's interest in the very contention \\hich Gov- 
or Small and his attorneys make.. 
Tiie indictment by no means proves guilt. Assuin- 
f or the time being that the case against Go\ ernor 
all is a legitimate one, that the evidence will bear 
the indictment, still, if the governor of a sovereign 
te can be arrested and incarcerated without first be 
; convicted and it can be done on a valid charge since 
re is no method by which the valid can be sifted from 
invalid if trumped-up charges are made before the 
ind jury, then people with ulterior designs might 
fly g*it the chief executive of a state in prison until 
tain purposes were accomplished and the very aims 
the people who elected the governor thwarted. 
It ia a serious question as to whether, as a matter 
public policy, such a course should be permitted. We 
ieve that it is more reasonable to assume that the 
mars of the constitution conceived that the im 
ichment proceedings were the proceedings by which 
t processes toward punishment should be initiated 
dust the chief executive. 


It is only through impeachment, for example, that 


i governor could really be removed from office. And 
be were not impeached but simply convicted of the 
ne we can see no reason why he, as the chief execu- 
e. could not issue a valid pardon to himself and there- 
oefeat the ends of justice. This would not be true 
K were impeached and then tried. 


We wifl watch the outcome of the proceedings in 


with considerable anticipation.
